F T he fir ſtrincumſtance, 
F. therefore for the place where he was conuerted, it 
appeareth to bee Tericho, a Oty not farre diſtant from 
. It was ſometimes a notable City, till it was 
ſubuerted and ruinered by the Lords Champion Je. 
It was builded againe in the dayes of ¶A hab, by Hiel. the 
Bethelite, and remainerh at this day with the teſt of that 
holy Land, vnder the Turkiſh Empire, Vuto this le- 
ticho, the Lord of heauen and earth vouchſaſeth to 
come in the hkenes of a ſeruant, And 8s Ieſua compaſſed 
Jericho ſeuen times minding to deſtroy it, fo Chri 
the ttue Jeſua, reſorted oſtentimes to lericho , mindi 
to ſaue it, But as in the deſttuction of Tericho , Joſas 
ſpared none but Rahab the Harlot: ſo Teſus in his jour. 
ney to lericho, conuerted none but Zacbeus the Publ. 
can, When Jeſua had 2 and raced lericho, 
hee ſowed ſalt in it to wakeit barren, and curſed him that 
Gould attempt to build it vp t yet in this barren ſolle 
Chriſt hath his ſpiritual] harveft , and in this curſed Ci 
hee hath a holy Temple, a bleſſed building. Samaris 
x 4 wicked Cuy, affordeth many that beleeue in Chriſt, 
Ian 4. 39. And out of Galile, from whence they 
thou —— ood thing might come, /obn 1, Verle 46. 
Chriſt called divers of his Apoſtles: and euen in Jerichs 
this curſed City, Chriſt hath a rich man that is to bee 
ſaued.

Thus many are 
called by honeſt names, whoſe deedes bewray their diſ- 
honeftyitutes arid vicesoftentimesare ſhrowded inthe 
babies of vertue, Tike Eſopes Aſſe, masking in the Lions 
Kine; till bis long cares detect his follie , or like the

: Zachen was a Publican, and — rich: for Pub- 
licans muſf needes be rich, and Vſurers will be wealthy. 
But rich Publicans make poore Princes, and wealthy. 
Vſurers make many beggars. In euery Prouince there 
were many Publigans, and therefore.much poote peo- 
ple in every place: for where there bee, many Caterpil- 
lers, the fruit is ſoone conſumed; and where, there be ma- 
ny extortioners, beggars muſt aceds abound,

Epbeſians 2. hath fo infpired his heart with the defire of 
heauenly riches, that whereas before his whole delight 
was in ſeeking of worldly. wealth, now his greateſt care 
izto-ſeeke for heauenly treaſute. Hee now forgetteth 
whathis proſeſſion is, and begins to bee of a new proſeſ- 
hon”; and hee whoſc heart was wholly ſet ypon earthly 
profit, is now like old Simeor,moſt defirous to ſee his 8 
viour, The Tetrarch Hered deſired to ſee Chriſt, and de- 
iſed him when hee ſaw him, Luke 23. 8. 11. but Za 
hens the Publican deſired to fee Chriſt, and reloyced 
when hee ſaw him, like Abraham that defired to ſee the 
day of Chriſt, Jabs 8.

But if our Faith bee ſo weake fighted, chat wee cannot ſee 
Chrift, yet let vs haue adefire to heare Chrift in his word, 
whereby our Faith may be increaſed : for faith comes 
hearing the word of God, And as the Queene of the 
South de ſired to heare the wiſedome of Jamo, ſo let 
be deſirous to heare the wiſedome of Chrift our Saviour, 
King Salomon left ſonic Bookes in writing, whereid: 
is ſeene ſorne part of his wiſedome; and Chriſt our 
hath leſt vnto vs his moſt facred Word, ut it were a tafte 
of his wiſedome, ſufficient matter for our ſdluation : this 
is that heauenhy foode, Mat. 4. 4. whereby our ſoules are 
fed vnto eternall life; let vs therefore labor for that hes. 
uen hy foode: and as the Iſraelites were careful} to gather 
Mana to ſuſtayne their bodies, fo let vs be as careful l to 
heate the word to feede out ſoules. The people in the time 
of Chriſt, Joh 6. 24. tooke great paines to follow Chriſt 
both by I and and Sea: and many now #dayes(Tconfefle) 
are very forward to follow his faithfull Miniſters : but as 
they followed Chriſt ſa faſt tofilttheir bellies, ſo theſe 
frequent Sermons for faſhion to ſerue the time. | 
Zac heus is defirons to ſee Chrilt:za godly care, but yet 
he could not ohtayne his purpoſe: a thing common; for 
cuety one that hath — good motion , hath olwzyes 
ſome hinderance to crofle the ſame; and Zacbem hath 
a double impediment to hinder his honeft enterpriſe: 
The pteaſe of the people, and his little ſtatute. Where- 
of the former, that is, the multitude, is ws og 
bee an Enemy to thoſe that would come to Chriſt. This 
hindred the b ind man from receiuing his ſight, Luke 18. 
for the people rebuked him that hee ſhould hold hit 
peace, till Chriſt called him and opened his eyes. This

A. 2. for they could not come at Chrift for the preaſe,

andeured him. This hindered the rayfing of the Rulers 
Davgbeer, Auth. 9. till Chriſt had thiuſt out the Min- 
rels ic te tnultitude, and then teſſored the maid to life, 
Finally, this hindered Zac beus here from comming vnto 
Chtiſſ vill Chriſt youchſafed to call him to himſeife, Thus 
— chat is prone to euill, doth withdraw 
and hindet vs from approching vote Chriſtiand therefore 
we muſt hot follow a multitude to doe evill , aor decline 
aſtet many, co ouetthtow che Truth, Exed, 23. 

The ſecond impediment that hiadereth Zacbeus 
from ſeeing Chriſt, is his little ſtatute. He was ſo low of 
ſtature, that he could not ſee Chriſt aboue the multitude; 
but Chriſt was aboue the multitude, and therefore cou'd 
ſee Zachews, though he were ſo low of ſtature, For God 
looketh not on the countenance, nor on the height of gt.. 
mans ſtature , but the Lord beholdeth the heart, and 1. Sam. 16.13. 

eferreth little Dawid before Eliab his eldeſt Brother, 
— hee ſindeth in bim a better heart to ſerue the 
Lord. And Zachews in his lit ile body, hath a heart and 
minde prepared to ſeeke and ſee the Lord. Zachers 
was ſo low, that hee could not ſee Chrift : but many a- 
mongf vs are ſo high, that they will not ſee Chrif, 
The common people in the time of Chriſt were fo deſi- 
rous tofollow Chriſt , that neither lameneſſe not blind. 
neſſe, nor fickneſle, could Ray them from cõming to him 
bur the common people in our time, are more ready 
to follow their ſport andpaſtime, then to come to the 
Church to heare of Chriſt, And as for our rich men, who

tetnal, and without vs, as the inticements of the worldzand 
ſome are internall and within ys, as the luſſs of out owne 
fleſh. The preaſe of the people hindteth Zac beua from ſee. 
ing Chriſt in his humility: and the multitude of our finnes 
doepreſle ys dovne, that wee cannot ſee Chriſt in 
Z atbeus was a man of little Rature, and that hindred him 
from ſeeing Chriſt in earth and we ate men of little faith, 
and that is the cauſe we cannot behold Chriſt in heaues, 
Though Zacbeus was a man of little ſtature, yet it 
appeareth (bat he was not a man of litile wit. Fot when 
hee could not come to the fight of Chriſt for the multi> 
tude, hee had ti e wit to runne before, aud to climbe v 
into a tree to obtaine his purpoſe. And for the mo 
art it falleth out, that men of low ſtature, are men of 
figh conceit, and ihe ſhotteſi bodies, haue the ſharpeſt 
wits, God ſo providiog, that the defects of their bodies 
might bee ſupplied with the gifts of their minde. Now 
Zachews that before was loth to mooue his foot from 
the Cuſſome- houſe, for loſing bis profit, begingtorun 
after Chciſt for feare ofa greater loſſe, like EA that 
left his plowing , and ranne after Elias to follow his new 
vocation. But. Zacheus doth not cnely runne, but alſo 
climbe vp into a tide to ſee Chtiſt: A ſtrange thing, that 
Zacheus a rich man, and a chieſe Cuſtomer, ſhould be- 
haue himſelfe ſo childiſhly in the fight of fo great a mul · 
titude ; but the de ſite hee had to fee Chriſt, made bim 
forget 
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imfelſe , and to commit fich things were not 
for ts ſtate nnd credit. So they that willfollow Nos. 2.4. 
AN, muſt make accounts doe many things cott 
to the faſhion of the world ,, and their on, "If 
Chriſt himſelſe were content to leaue the glory which hee 
had with his Father, to come downe to vs, ſhall not wee 
be content to lesue the reputation which wee haue with 
men, to goe vp to him? 
But alas, here is there any almoſt that preſerreth not 
e frultion of this carthly priſon, before the poſſeſſion 
that heauenly man ſiont and had rather hazard the hope

ſauled. And as the Widdowes oyle was incrtaſed in the 
Cruſe', becauſe ſhee releeued the Lords Prophet, fo 
ſhall this precious oyle , beſſowed vpon the poore, bee 
rauracd vpon our beads in great meaſure, Thus is Z4 
rhe hiberall 44; you ſe +, for hee giueth away halſe his 
goods: hui hee giuesic not to the rich, chat might giue 
to him againe, but hee guet it to the poore that cannot 
nequite him to teach vs pon whom wee ſhould beftow 
pur ales. As God, that is rich in mercy, giueth all things

ynto vs that cannot requite him: ſo the rich men of this 
world (if they haue any ſparke of — ſhould 
zue vnto the poore that cãnot requite them. But among fi 
vs, in euery place almoſt, it is farre otherwiſe : for if uny 
thing be to be giuen, not they ther exe pooreſt & find in 
greateſt need, but they that can make beſt friends are beſt 

tred. Thus Diner is ſtill enriched, and Zazarwis fill 1,4, 16. 
reieed. It we ſend to a great man, we ſend un Oxe fora 
but if we ſend to a poore man, we ſend a'Cruft for 
analmes. Therefore, as Chriſt ſald to the Tewes, that the 

Ninivites ſhould riſe in Judgement againſt them, becauſe 314ub. 12. 
repented at Jonas preaching : ſo it may bee faid vnto 
ys, that Zacbeus ſhall riſe in nt againſt vs, and 
condemue vs : for hee ſhewed great metey ypot the 

e, but we are yoide of all compaſſtonnn:m- 

Thus you haue heard the firſt part of Zachers con- 
ſeſſion, wherein you ſec his liberality to the pootre. Now 

ſhall heare the ſecond part of his confeflion; vhere- 

hee promiſeth reſtitution of his yniuſt 'Y 
Before, Zachews gaue to the poore the helfe of that 
which was his owne : now hee reſtoreth that which is 
none of his, to che right owners. And becauſe hee had 
detayned their goods ſolong, to theit great loſſe and hin- 
derance, therefore hee doth not onely reftore the princi- 
pall, which hee had taken from them; but hee allowerh 
them their coſts and dammages they had ſuſtayned. 
As loraw, King of Iſrael, cauſed to bee reftored to the 
Shunatnite her houle add land, and all the fruks and 1. Ng. 
tes of the ſame, which * — 
r ſeuen yeeres together: ſo- Zachem the Cuſtomet 
reſtoreth to thoſe that hee had opprefſed', their goods 
which he had green from them, by fraudulentdealing, 
with all the fruits and profites that might come thereof, 
during the time of bis vniuſt poſſeſſiom. So liberall- was 
Zachens to the poore, that 14 gale them helfe his 
2 


goods:

gens ſo liele got Zacbera by his Vſury & Oppreſ. - 
,that for every penny be reſtored foute. If the Vſurers 
— — our time ——— — for 
| ue wrongfully gotten, 1 feare they weuld 
haue but a ſmal balfe to give to the poore,and but a little 
leſt to belpchemſclues. There was no law to compell Z. 
obews to make ſuch refticution, except hee will conſeſſe 
bimſelfe robe a chieſe, becauſe he was an Vſurer, and then 
the law of God tequiteth ſuch reſtitution. And ſurcly,Z a 
cher ſcemeth after 3 ſort to conſeſſe his theſt, becauſe he 
iſeth foure-fold re ſtitution. If a man had Rolne a 
ſheepe, the law of God tequireth that hee ſhould teſtore 
ſoure ſheep for one:and the ancient Romans had this law, 

that Viurers ſhould ſorfe it foure times ſo much as th 

tooke for Vſury. If the ame law were now to vic agai 
our theeuiſh Vſurers, as it was ſomtime among them, we 
ſhould not haue ſuch yaing of the poore both in 
Priſons & Streets, But if theſe great theeues (1 meanc out 
— * chat tob and ſpoile wubout ceaſag When 
they haue no need, might finde no more ſauor then thoſe 
—— — wi and ſteale ſometime, when they 
are driven thereto by extreme neceſſity, then ſurely, the 
Common-wealth would ſoone bee disburdened of that 
peſtilent brood of Catterpillers, wherewith it is peftered, 
J wiſh them betimes to looke to theit owne eſtate, and 
with Zachews to ſorſake their damnable Trade, If they 
haue lived hitherto by the gaine of Vſury, letthem now 
lament their Gnne, and call to God for mercy and for- 
gueneſle : let them make reſtitution of that they haue 
wrongfully taken, and gricue that they haue ſo long de- 
tayned chat which is none of theirs, For as no ſinne is par- 
doned without repentance to God, ſo Vſury is not par- 
doned without tepentance to God : and as the ſinne cf 
theft is not before reftitution bee made to men 
(if the party be able) ſo the hone of Vſury (which is a ſe- 
cret

cet theft) is not temitted, before reſtitution bee made 
i thoſe chat ate oppteſſed and ſpoiled by this ſeeret thefr. 
Thus you haue ſcene Row Zachun, that was once a hoor- 
der of bis goods, as our rich men are, is now a liberall. dif 
poſer of his goods, as I wiſhthey were, He that lately was 
a Camel laden with riches & therſote vnspt to go thearow 
Needles eye, bath pow like ihe Camel. 
lading, & therefote mayenter in at the nartow / gate. Some 


rich men would rather haue loſttheit lives, then forgone Matth.7. 


their goods, & for halfe that loſſe would haue proued very 
penſiue: but this was the ioyfulleſi newes that euet came 
to Zac heus Nouſe, ſweetet to him then all his gold and 
ſiluet: that wheras beſore, he was in the ſtate of dana non, 
now ſaluation is promiſed to him & bis houſetand where- 
as before he was the ſetuant of Satan, now he ls become 
the child of Abraham. Now Zac beus houſe is become 
Gods houſe, and Z ache himſelſe is the ſonne of Abra- 
bam; and heteſote no cauſe hy Chriſt ſhovid not te- 
ſort to Zac heus houſe. As Chriſt ſaid to the penitent

is taken in the net out ofthe ſea, ſtruggleth to get in again: 
and Adam thruſt out of Paradiſe, would faine haue beene 
within againe: how much more ſhouid we be defirousts 
be ſettled in the true Paradiſe, in aſſurance never to be pu 
from thence ? Therefore, alſo it is not onely our duty to 
deſire death, but alſo as ſoone 35 any cleerly ſeeth Chriſt, 
preſently hee defireth co dye. For though his ſtate be ne- 
ver fo pleaſant, though his life bee moſt delightful, 
though hee excell in riches, and plcaſures, and honours, 
and knowledge, and gloty , and farre exceede all that e« 
uer were: yet at the ſight of Chriſt hee euen rejoyceth to 
forgoe all, the loue of the World falling away like the 
Mantle of Elu. when hee was rapt into heauen, and fo 
crycth wich the Apoſile, 7 deſire to be diſſolued; that hee 


may 
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uur bee with Chriſt, For Chriftis light, and as ſoone 80

ſee him, they ſee alſo themſelues and the worlds 
happinefſe; his glor aud their ſhame and filthi. 
neſſe : which maketh them wiſh for death, that they may 
ceaſe to ſinne againſt God, and perfectly pleaſe him, and 
enioy true happinefle with bim: for all — is bloud in 
their eyes, and all worldly pleaſures vanities, 
Dot why then (fay you) have Hema the Exrachite, 
Pal. 88. 15. 16. 17. and Exzakijab that godly King, E/ay 
38. 10. 1 2. 13. 14. and that man after Gods owne heart, 
the (wcer finger of Iſracl, Dawid, F ſal. 5. 4. & 30.8.9. ſo 
ayed, and taught others to pray again(t death 2 Why? 
— they all were, and would haue others to bee in 
theferuent loue of God, both to dye, and taliue deſitous: 
to liue that they might amongſt men vphold and further 
the true worſhip of God, ſo to ſaue their brethrens ſoules, 
and aduance the glory of God the more :to dye,that they 
might perſectly obeying God, fully pleaſe him, asd freed 
from all euill, enioying all good, with him moſt bleſſedly 
nue. For not onely the Apoſtle Paul, but all theſe, and 
whatſoever are grounded in the faith of Chriſt , but eſpe- 
— that haue ſtrong hope to aduance the honour of 
are ina trait, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, Phibp. 1. 23. 
and cruſht on both ſides, euen with two contrary deſites: 
tobe with Chrift, which is beſt of all for themſelues; and 
to continue amongſt men, which is moſt needfull for 
them. So that this remaynerh a manifeſt moſt neceſſary 
duty, and of all, that haue truely, as Simeon, belecyed in 
Chrift, performed : namely, thenceforth ſtill to defire 
death, though they alſo withall deſited, life for others, 
deathfor themſelues. 
Yet, all that debre death, performe not a duty: for the 
wicked often de ſire to dye, but not duely : for, though 
they wiſh ſometimes for it, and bee wil ing alſo to abide

Therefore, fearing the event of 
den to be for them (23 indeede it is) moſt horrible, they 
viterly abhorre it, they deteſt it extreme ly. How then 
(ay ſome ) ſhould they ſeeke death ſo eagerly ? How 

Id they murder themſelues ſo willingly ? They doe 
it not alto gethet willingly , but wittingly; not freely, but 
forced with feare of ſome ſuppoſed greater euill: The 
troubles of this world, the anguiſh of body, the horror 
of minde, they are moſt impatient of, they cannot, they 
will not endure them, and thereupon they ſometimes 
preferre death before life , leſſe willing to liue in vexati- 
on, then dying to try, whether they ſhal feele what they 
feare, even deſerued damnation : for they are never wil. 
ling to die, but vnwilling to live often, and ſo worke them 
ſelues endleſſe woe, in hope of ſuppoſed happineſſe, ub. 
horrirg life, not truſy defiring death, For how dye they, 
when

when they moſt voluntatily bereaue tbemſalues of liſe 
oat in lous of God, long. — — 
all ſetuice to him : but t in paine of body, or e 
inguiſh of minde, either raging that they cannot ſarishie 
their luſts , or haue loſt out ward things immodetately 
= : or fearing if they dye, deſcrued rorments 2 if they 
they all either continue 1matelthorror, or loſe ho- 
ptdfor honour: either impatient of Gods rod, ſretting 
againft him that they ſo heauily ſeele his fury, and can-

For none but the truely religious , none but they 

by faith are aſſured they * before God rig —— 
rightly de ſire death. For who would defire « change 
but ſor the better ? But all that ate ignorant oſ God, all 
the vnfaithfull , what knowledge ſoeuer they haue, eun- 
hot bee in bettet caſe dead, then they are now in huing; 
though moſt miſerably pay ned : nay, they cannot bee 
without iuſt feare, when they forgoe this life, to feele for 
euer the ſecond death, Bur the faichfull having- their 
conſciences quiet and alſo icyfull in Chriſt , free from 
the feare of that death they haue deſerued, and aſſured 
by death to paſſe to that life which God to all faithfull 
hh promiſed , earneſtly wiſh to dye in ſetuent loue of 
God, and zeale of his glory, thet ſo they may ceaſefrom 
offencing their good God, and nener ceaſe magnifying 
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bis mercy ; ſhewing thereby char they are weary of ia

| If any obiect, that Sampſon pluckt the houſe on his 
ovene head, as well as on the Philiftines, wee muſt vnder- 
Rand, that $amp/er was a figure of Chriſt, and therefore 
as io were affring himſeiſe to God a ſacrifice, firft proyed; 
and then glorified Cod at his death, more then all his life; 
in killing ſo many of Gods enemies. And becauſe they 
ait the Lords leaſute, they not onely wilſully murder 
not —— , but are carcfull alſo leſt fooliſhly vn 
ingly they ha ſten it. For all they are guilty ef their owne 
— pre eithet by — — — vnwiſe beba⸗ 
uing, or with ſurfers, drunkenneſſe, ot any intempetate v. 
fog of themſelues, ſhotten their lie. Vea, though they 
tender gheir lives neuer ſo deare, yet are they guilty , be- 
cauſe they willingly vſe themeancs that briogs death, 
Simeon had ſeege much in his many dayes , but when 
hee ſaw Chriſt, he was vowilling to live any longer toſee 
more. His deſire is accompliſhed, his long longing at 
length is-ſatisfied.,, bis feruent expectation with free joy 
pow fulfilled, It 5 h faith Cm, that I haut 
ſrane my Saviour: as {acob (aid , It irenough that mry [ore 
Joſeph luueth.

know it, and ſeele the comfort of it as ſoone as they 
beleeue it, But others heare it as though they heard it not, 
like deafe Adders which ſtop their cates at the voyce af 
the Charmer. So Pharaoh would not heate the voyce of rxod.5. Sc. 
Moſes, not Baali Prieſts the voyce of Elias: and others, 1. Ring. x8. 
though they know it, yet will not beletue it, asif God 
were vnerue : ſo all malicious wretches that prefertethe 
pleaſures of ſinne before the.glory of God: and others, 
though they beleeue ir, yer can they not either preſenily, 
or when they will, feele the comfort of it, much leſſe the 
ioy which is offered by it; namely, the heart oppreſſed, the 
deſolate afflicted ſoule. | 
The ſeede is not caſt all on a heape, but it is call abroad: 
therefore, where bee the fruirs of the Spirit that you haue 
brought foorth ? For the Spirit of God is not like a dead 
potion in tiſe ſtomacke, which worketh not; neither can 
we haue this Spirit in vs, and fecle it not.

Faine would Balaam die the death of the righteous, but Nun 23.14. 


Balaam muſt then liue the life of the righteous : therefore 
all men looke to this Happy are they that depart inpeace, 
who when Death ſaith feate, & the Serpent ſaith deſpaiteʒ 
they ſay by the ſpirit to the fleſh, Crouch, and bid the Ser. 
pent flie, while Death openeth the priſon doores. 

If the Papiſts would haue men to depart in peace, they 
would neuer ſay, that thoſe which depart, goe to Purga- 
torie : for ſo by theito ne ſaying , the worſt part is be- 
hinde. For they affirme , that the payne thereof is farre 
grieuouſer then any that in this life may be ſuſtained, But 
againe, ſome ſay , this Purgarorie is in the earth neete to 
Hell, and ſo it is too farre from Heanen to be ſaued. Some 
doe ſay, they are puniſhed there by fire ; and ſome ſay, by 
water; and ſome ſay, by fire and water, Some, laftty doe 
ſay, that the good Angels tormegt; and others ſay, that 
the euill ſpirits doe ir.

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peace ? But wee muft ynderftand it is a painted Sepulchre, 


wade for the pampering of the living, not for the puniſh- 
ing er purifying of them that bee dead. For the Locuſts 
of Rome doe liue altogether by ſuch Trentals, and by ſuch 
Traditions; and this is the proſit: bleſt dreame that euet a. 
py of them dreamed: but ic is manifeſt by the word of 
Cod, that where the tree falleth, there it lyeth, and ſhall 
lye for ever. Dives and Lazar are dead; and where they 
are,thither ſhall we all goe, Sathan hath many ſleighis io 
deceive vs, of which this isone of the greateſt, to bring 
vs from the word of God, to dreames and Traditions, and 
things invented by the braines of mortal} men, which 
haue nat the Spirit of God in them. 
According to thy Word, 

All the ſeede fallerh not into good ground: :nd here. 
fore, though I haue ſhewed you it is vngodly, as being not 
according to the word, ſome thinke it but a ſmall mattet 
to fay for the dead; Lord, haue mercy vpon them, atleaſt 
they thinke it is a veniall fin if ic be a fin, But let vs take 
heede how we make trifles of ſius, ſor there is no dallying 
with God, who is icalous as a conſuming fire , when his 
people make ſuch ſmall account of his words. Other de- 
mand, whether ic be not bettet to lay, God be with them, 
then the Deuillbe with them?both which are n2ught,and 
to be eſchewed, And herein they as ke this queſt:on like 2 
thieſe, who having robbed a man by the high-way , and 
being taken with it, and demanded why he did ſuch a vil- 
lany, ſaith ; Is it not better to rob him then to kill him ? as 
though hee muſt ncedes doe one of them: then what a 
ſhameleſſe anſwere is this? for it is maniſeſt, that of wo 
eu ls none is to be choſen. 

Some will ſay, it is a teſtimony ofour good will, To 
ſuch wee muſt reply, ſaying; ſo it is a tetimony of your 
Ignorance : and then after a little conference they will 
graung, that indeede it doth not profit them. Then wee 

muſt 
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muſt reply and ſay , God hath made all things toprofie 
vs, and hath commabded that nothing bee vſed voprofi- 
ably, no not ſo much as a yaine word ſpeaking ; faying, 
So every idle word wee muſt giue _ ac — 

of iudgement. Then t 2gaine, laying : If it 
— them — good, it doth e — But we muſt 
anſwer, It were good to beware leſt it do thy ſelſe hatme. 

Another ſort will reply and ſay, I pray God I neuer 
doe worle, Butro ſuch we muſt anſwetez l —— you 
may doe better: and you ſhould ſirſt know whether you 
doe not barme, before you doe it. For indeede it muſt 
proceede of harme, being ſpoken in doubting without 
faith; tor if you beleeued that they were laid vp in peace, 
whom you pray for, what neede you pray for them at 
all? But it ſhewes an vnbeleeuing heart, and we know that 
whatſoever is not of faith, is ſfigne, and the Lord will ſay 
of them , Who hath required theſe things at your hands? 
You haue wrought vanities. Now therefore you will not 
leaue it, becauſe you vſed it: then wil you ſay alſo, We wil 
pot leaue our Lying, nor Swearing, nor our Curfing, be- 
cauſe we haue vſed it. It will grieue me if I heare you vie 
theſe ſpeeches hereafter, hauing no reaſon nor prooſe of 
Scripture to maintayne it by, or to be your warrant in it : 
therefore I charge you in the name of God , that you vſe 
them not; but rather when you heare this, or any other 
ſinne condemned, lay hands vpon it, and ſee that you put 
u ro death without delay, according to the Law of God, 

According to thy Ward, 

When Sathan hath thus poſſeſſed vs with this opinion, 
that in the ſeruice of God wee may negleR the Word 
of God, chen profices and pleaſures guide vs in our pto- 
ſeſſion: but they that doe ſo ptofeſſe Religion and godli- 
neſſe, can neuet haue any comfort by it all their liſe. Fot 
their owue hearts accuſe them for Hypocrites , becauſe 
they wait not for the conſolation of God, according to 
D 4 his 
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his word: and whatſocuer is not done according to that 
word, cannot be acceptable: and ths word they care not 
for, neither haue it in eſtimatiun. When Adem fſeeth 
hu nakedneſſe, the ſubtile Serpent can deceive no longer, 
but before hee ſeeth his nakedneſſe, bee is euer deceiued, 
and led away with the multitude into innumerable· er- 
rors, Some ſay, they ſhall be ſaued by good workes, and 
ſome by the Popes pardon, others ſay by Purgatorie, and 
theſe will haue a Maſſe ſang for them as long as the world 
ſtandeth, & all for one filly ſoule, thinking to be ſaued by 
it. Aud yer ſee their blindues, for they ſceme to thinke that 
their corment ſhall not ceaſe as long as the world ſſãdeth: 
elſe why ſhould they finde and hyze men to ſay Maſſe tor 
them ſo long?bur theſe are the fat morſels of Baa/s Prieſts, 
and for this cauſe is the Popiſh Creede made very fauora- 
ble to the Clergy. Well, ſay that Ignorance is the Mother 
of Deuotion, for when the couetouſnes of the Prieſts, and 
the ignorance of the people ioyned together, then they 
invented Purgatorie, Maſſes, prayet for the dead, and then 
all their trinkets. For iſ they had not held our Fathers in 
ignorance, keeping them from the Word, they would ne- 
uer haue beene Papiſta. But when they caſt a miſt before 
the eyes of men, then the blinde fell into the dicch, Which 
doth contayne ſo many groſſe corruptions. 
For mine eyes haus ſeene thy ſalnation, 

For, & c. Becauſe the holy Ghoſt by inſpiration had 
declared vnto him, that hee ſhould not dye, till hee had 
ſeene leſus Chriſt, therefore the ſame Spirit led him to 
the Temple, and ſhewed that which it promiſed: and ha- 
uing ſeene the lame, hee deſired and wiſhed to dye, and 
bee releaſed from his earthly Priſon , that hee might liue 
withGod. As idle and euill wiſhes are vayne, becauſe 
they are not according to faith, nor grounded vpon the 
word of God, fo though we aske as cunningly as Jacob, 
and as earneſtly as the ſonnes of Zebede, yet if we aske 
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of the Song of Simeon, 
netinfaith according to knowledge, we cannot obraine. 
But we ſhould aske ſo that we may receiue, that we may 
not returne empty. Therefore the ground whereon Si- 
meer ſettled himſelſe ro wiſh for death, was, that hee had 
receiued a promiſe of God, that he ſhould be delivered 
from this miſerable hfe, when he had once ſeene the light 
of the Gentiles, the Chriſt: and now he had ſcene his da- 
viour, and embraced the true Meſſias, which was promi- 
ſed by the Father, figured in the Law, ſpoken of by the 
Prophers,foretold by the Fathers, and pointed at by John 
Baprift. For thus he reaſoneth ; Now, that I ſee 4 ſal- 
vation according to thy word, and therefore the conditi- 
on is now performed , let thy promiſe alſs bee fulfilled: 
Now4tt thy ſerwant depart, &e, Fer mine eyes, &r. 
Hine eyes bane ſeene, Cc. 

Then we ſee that Chriſt was no Spirit, neither was his 
body a fantafticall body; for if he were a Spirit, Simeon 
could not ſee him, and if his body were a fantaſticall bo- 
dy, then could not he haue embraced him. Therefore we 
ſee that the words of the Scripture are true, which faith, 
that Chriſt was petſect man in all things, finne onely ex- 
cepied. For hee ſometime wept, as at the death of Lac 
ru, and likewiſe ouer Teruſal-m. Sometime he thirſted, as 
at the Well where the woman of Samaria diſputed with 
him: and alſo ſometime ate, as at MMarthaes houſe,ns alſo 
among Publicans and finners,and in euery thing ſhewed 
himſelfe to be petfect man. |

demption. Now if Chriſt cannot hide him from ſuch as 
hunger alter him through loue, then what ſhall we ſay of 
our Fathers, which liued in the time of ignorance , that 
longed to ſee bis light, alchough they had a miſt caſt be- 
fore their eyes? Surely ſuch dyed not till they ſaw Chiilt, 
and embraced him in their hearts. Aud this is our iudge- 
ment concerning them, that dyed inthe time of Popery, 
And likewiſe as concerning the reft , which thought to 
be ſaued by Purgatory & Maſſes, after that they are dead, 
we ſay that they which ſleepe without oyle in their lamps, 
they dye ere they ate aware of, and ere they wiſh forit, 
like the Philiſtines which ſent for Sampſon to laugh and 
mocke at him, and to ſport themſelues, vpon whorathe 
houſe fell and deſtroyed them all: or like the Egyprians, 
which thought that the waters had made paſſage tor them 
as well as for the Iſraclites: both which dyed in and foi 
their ſecurity, becauſe they were not watchtull , nor pte- 
pared againſt the Lord called them.

To ſome he ſhewes himſelſe as in a gloſſe, to ſome ge- 


nerally, to ſome particularly, ſome bee calleth early , and Matih.20. 


ſome hee calleth late, and there is no houre in the day, 


wherein hee calleth not ſome to goe labour in his ow 
yard,. 
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yard. To ſome hee ſheweth himlſelfe by Angels, and to 
other ſome by vifions. Abraham (aw three Angels , Lat 
ſaw but two, CManoabs wiſe ſaw but one, and yet one 
was enough. It is ſaid that «Abrahaw law Chiiſt his 
dayes ; but wefee him cleeter then Abrabam, and cleerer 
then Jabs, if we belecuc in him as we ſhould, Some ſee 
Chriſt, and nor his ſaluation , and ſome ſee his ſaluation, 
and doe not embraceit. We ſee Chriſt, hen we heare his 
word, and we embrace his ſaluation when we beleeue it, 
they ſee him that hear him̃, they embrace him that follow 
him, Here if they had heard mee, I would haue ſearched 
Ieruſalem with Lamps, to ſee who ſitteth in darkenes.But 
how can they beleeue the Word of God which heate it 
not? how can they embrace Chriſt which kaow him not? 
and ali through ignorance, having not the meanes to ſee 
him,becauſetheir Leaders arc either blinde guides, fleepy 
watchmen, or hyreling-ſheepheards, And ſurely, itis a 
wofull cafe, when ſheepheards goe to taske, and let their 
owne ſheepe alone ſummer & winter, They ſheare them, 
but neither ſummer nor winter doe they ſeede them. How 
ſhould thoſe people vnder their charge ſee Chriſt and his 


ſaluation, when they are ſo debard of wholeſome food, & 


even ſtarued to death many thouſands of their ſoules, be. 
cauſe they haue not the foode that nouriſheth the ſoule 
ynto ſaluation? and how many be there that are as old as 
Simeon,and yet haue not embraced Chriſt leſus ? yea, they 
know him not though they ſec him, neither doe they wait 
for his comming, becauſe they haue no defire to embrace 
him, and therefore they defer that & put it off from their 
youth to their middle age, from their middle age to theit 
old age, from their old age to death, and ſo they can haue 
no leaſure in all theit life to embrace him, But to ſuch as 
doe ſee ke him, & wait for him with vnfained diligence, we 
{ay as the Ange!l ſaid vnto the Woman at the Sepulchre, 
Feare not, you ſceke the Lord Ieſus. How is this world fer 
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to deceiue y?We can finde leaſure to do euil at any time, 
but we can finde no lesſure in al our life long to do good, 
that we may at length enioy the true ſaluation.

For, what Papiſt dare ſay, that Simeon thought on any

The father ſhould be glad, be- 
cauſe his ſon is tronger then himſelfe , the mother ſhould 
be glad, becauſe her daughter is wiſer then her ſelſe, the 
brother ſhould be gled, becauſe his brother is richer then 
himſelfe : the Miſtris ſhould teioyce, becauſe her maide is 
better hufwiſe then ber ſelſe. But we enuy our Brethren & 
Neighbours, becauſe they ate bettet then we, and becauſe 
God hath bleſt them with tem porall or ſpirituall things 
aboue vsʒ if we ſee they haue learning, then we enuy them 
for their learning: if he haue more gifts, we enuy himfor 
his gifts, if hee haue more knowledge, wee enuy him for 
his — e, if hee haue more zeale, we enuy him for 
his zealc; if be haue more riches, we enuy him for his tis 


ches; and how can wee reioyce, when euery bodies good 


is our cuill, and every bodies ioy is our ſorrow ? But fixe

or Damid the Subiectꝰ So then we ſee, hat petfectioy can 
de bad in nothing but in God, and in leſus Chriſt. Where. 
fore, as by the fireame you may be led to the Fountayne, 
tuen ſo let the ioy and peace ” | this life ſerue to leade vs 
toGod, who is petfect ioy and peace; and there reſt like

Prophets, were ſuch as God raifed roexpound the Law, &x 
leclate the wil of God vnto the people, when the Prieſt & 
ſuch as ſhould doe ſo, were ſlacke ia their caltings, of 
which ſort was E/ay, leremy, Ezechiel, Daneel, Hoſea, tool, 
Amer,Obadiah,& che reſt of the holy A third 
fort, were ſuch as haue bin ſince Chriſt, working ſuch like 
fects, of which fort was the Prophet Aga, of whom 
mention is made in the 11. of che A&;,and 28. verſe. 

Now in the ſecond ſort of theſe, was Ion whom God 
kent to declare his will to his people, vnto whom alſo che 
Lord did teuea le the ſubuerſion of Kingdomes the ouer- 
throwe of Tribes, the captiuity of Nations, the calamities 
thar were to come vnto the ſonnes of men fox iniqumy 
und rebellion againſt God.

bringeth onely gold, myrrhe and frankincenſe, like the 
Wiſe.· men that came to (ce our Lord. g 
There ate three things that moued me to take this to 
in hand aboue all others. Firſt, becauſe you know the 
ory,and therefore can the bettet conceive ofthe matter, 
as I goforward with it.

For of this ſecond [+ 
roboaw,in whoſe time he prophecied, it is written, 2.Kin, 
14. 24. Hee departed not from any of the fiones of Icrebs 
am that made Iſrael to finne ; which commendeth the ho- 
lines of /oxah, in that hee in the midi of their corruption 
wherewithal the * were ouerflowne, was vncotrup- 
ted and voſported , and called to bee a Prophet among 
the people of God. For hee had prophecied in Iſrael, be- 
fore he was ſent to Niniue , as the word alſo doth argue; 
which layeth open and magnifieth the great loue of 
in that hee ſent a Prophet to admoniſh this yngodly peo- 
ple, hen as he ſhould haue ſent a thunder · bolt to terrifie 
them» or rather vtterſy ta deſttoy them; ſo that there mers 
cy ſtept before iudgement.

I bere are two ſpeciall things contained in this Hifle- 
ty · The firſtabe g eat mercy of God fhewed vuto . tchret

Citie of the Gentiles, which were firangers ſrom ch co- 
pegane, ſrom the promiſe, and ſtrangers fromthe com- 
m- wealth of Iſtael, and converted them by his prea- 
ching, and ſo (pared them now. 

ln regard of lanab, that being, for his diſobedience in 
lying to Tar/wſe, when bee. was ſent to Niniue, throwne 
— Sea, he prepateda great Whale toſwallow him, 
and in his belly,cuen inthe bottome of the Sea, where 
there was no hope of life for him, preſervedhim : add af- 
ter three daies deliuered him thence ſafe, and then caſt 
him not off, but continued him in bis calling, and wrought 
powerfully by him, both in the ſhip, conuertiug the idola- 
nous Mariners, and in Niniue, humbling the Kipg, and 
the whole Citie. 

And laſtly, when hee had moſt vowortbily doubly 
mumut ed and iuſtiſied bim ſelſe gainſt God, heconeen» 
ied him(clfe with gentle and milde reprofe of him. lu con- 
ſdetation of cheMariners, that having been Idolaters all 
their liues, and now in danger, giuing tbe honour of God 
twtheir owne fancies, Cod yet conuerteth them, ſo that

Herein Iobſetue, that /onah went not before hee wn 
ſent:for going to preach vnto the Gentiles, it was needfull 
that he ſhould have a ſpecial calling and commiſſion from 
the Lord himſelfe:for it was vnmeete rocaſtihe children 
breadvnto the dogges, vnleſſe he had a ſpeciall comman- 
dement from God ſo to doe. 

None ought to take vpon him the ſunction of preach- 
ing in the Church, vnleſſe they have their warrant or 10. 
thoritie from Cod, as Aaron had And although th: y have 
not their authority in that forme and manner, as loud 
had his (namely) as is were by word of mouth euen from 
God himſelfe, Ari/e,and goto Nine: yet they muſt haut 
their warrant from him, elſe their calling is vnla full. 

But now keere is another authoritic crept into the 
Church, that makes ſo many Idols, which haue cies and 
ſee not,tongues and ſpeake not,earcs and heate not, -

that is this, when one ſlalleth vp another into Hoſes 
chaire, not hauing Moſes rod, not Aſoſes ſpirit, But this 
gall will aot hold ſpurring. Further, I obſerve, that as the 
word of the Lord came to /on«b:(o the word of the Pope 
came to his Priefts, leſuites and Seminaties, but ſo and in 
ſuch ſort many times, that they ate dra ne to Tiborne, 
while Maſſes ate ſaid for them at Rome.

That which came vnto him, was notalwaies with him, 
but ſo it was that when the word of the Lord came vnto 
any of the Prophers, then they were well furniſhed with 
abjbcic to teach, to preach, to teptoue, or to command 
whomſoeverthe Lord would haue io handled. As by ex- 


unple : Vat has the Prophet bid Dazid the King, that he 2 · Sam. 
ſheuld build a Temple, 2. S. 7. and 1. C bron. 17. And al · CH. 17. 


lutle after, he came and bid him, that he ſhould not build 
it. Where wee ſee, that when hee bid him build it, 
then the Spirit of the Lord came not vnto bim, to bid 
him ſo to doe, And therefore the Spirit of God came va- 
whim the very ſame night, and bid him that he ſhould 

10 Dauid, and bid him, that he ſhou!d not build it. Fot this 
evident, that 3s God himſelfe is conſtant, ſo his Spirit 
ind his Word ate conflant, and therefore neuer faith and 
mſaith one thing.

were ſo troubled, ard at length alſo the lots to bee caſt, 
* never confeſſing it, vntill hee was enforc ed to it. What 
, needed hr e to rehearſe all this? had it not beene enough 
mn to haue (31d, That he left his buſineſſe vndone hee was a 
fl finner? No, for God would baue men to know tle 
* Anbburnnes and diſobedience of ſonah, in that this thing 
— waz not done vpon the ſud:!en, but vpon deliberation, 


and ia no ſhort ti ve, but in ſome continuance, while

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he went from Samaria to Iapho, and thenee was d 
ted, and had ſome while ſailed, In which ſpace bee d 
leiſure inough to haue tepented, but did not. Jonah 
ronſeſſed his ſinne, that hee ſhould not once haue liſtned 
to Sathant aflaults or reaſons of the fleſh, and when hee 
had lifined, hee ſhould not haue liked them, and when he 
had liked them, hee ſhould not haue conſented to obey 
hem, and when he had conſented, he ſhould not haue put 
them in praQice;hee ſhould not haue fled toward lapho; 
and when hee was come to Iapho, hee ſhould not haue 
gone to the hauen; and when hee came to the hauen, hee 
ſhou!d not haue paid the fare; and when hee had paid 
the fate. hee ſhould not have entred the Ship, and when he 
was entred the Shippe, he ſhould not haue hoyſed vp 
theſailes,and failed, and gone to ſleepe. Bur this hee did, 
reaching that finne runnes on wheeles, as it were downe 
a hill in all poſt-haſt, and never ſtaies till it artiue euen in 
hell. For Jonah thought becauſe hee came ſafe to lapho, 


therefore he might goe tothe hauen; & becauſe he came 


well to the hauen, therefore be might pay the fare; and 
becauſe he paid the fate in peace, — he might take 
ſhipping; and becauſe he entred the Ship in ſaſety, therc- 
fore he might hoyſe vp the ſailes to goe, and becauſe hee 
hoyſed vp the ſailes without danger, therefore hee might 
goc ſecurely to ſleepe, and ſafely to ſaile to Tarſhiſh, 

So ſinnes follow one another like linkes of a chayne, 
till the tempeſt of deſttuction breake it in ſunder. So 
faith the for'orne ſinner , I haue ſworne, and God did 
not puniſh mee, therefore I will Reale : I haue ſſolne, and 
Go p did not puniſh mee, therefore I will kill, I haue 
killed, and Co v did not puniſh me, then why may I not 
doe what I liſt? Imay doe this as wel as Ihaue done other 
things heetetofote. But if Jonah had confidered with 
himſelfe that G o p is the Lord, who is all-ſecing and 
almigbty, from whom nothing can bee concealtd, hee 
woul d 
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would neuer haue taken his journey to Iapho, or when 
he came to lapho, hee would not haue payed the fare, or 
when hee had payed the fare, hee would not haue entred 
the Ship, or when he was gone into the Ship, he would 
not haue hoiſt the ſailes, but rather would haue leapt 
out from that Ship that ſhould carry him from his God, 
carrying him from his duty:for he forgets himſelfe, think- 
ing the creatures can hide bim from the Creator, which 
isanabſurd thing to thinke , ſeeing nothing can bee hid 


from him : neither would any, I ſay, adde drunkenneſſe Heb. 4. 13. 


to thirſt, or heap fin vpon ſin, or ſuffer an euill thought to 
take place in him, if they conſider that the iuſt Iehonab 
beheld them in all their very thoughts. All choſe that 
pity /onab , let them pity themſelues; for if wee confider 
our one eſtate, we haue as many, and as foule fins in vs, 
u there were in Jenab, yea in Niniue, /onah confeſſed 
his ſin, that we might confeſſe. He confeſſed it freely, hee 
tonſeſſed it fully, that hee knew his maſters will, but not 
onely did it not, but alſo tooke another courſe quite con- 
trary to that which hee was commanded : and that not in 
purpoſe onely, but in deed alſo; not for an houte, but a 
long time; not in ſtruggling with his weakneſſe, but in a 
profeund vngodly care leſnes, or in ſtriving to ouer-· ma- 
net his conſcience, accuſing him for his wickednes. And 
wherfore hath he written it? but to admoniſh vs narrow. 
ly to looke to our ſelues, and manfully to fight that wee 
may ſtand where he fell; and when we haue fallen, 
as freely and fuliy to confeſſe it to God al- 
wayes, and to man alſo,when wiſe« 
dome commands.
